The tatal railroad Occident at Kingsbury 


yesterday on tbe Wabash road suggests^the 
absolute Bccetsity oi the adoption of an 
efftctive block system of signaling ap- 
proaching trains to supplant the inefficient 
lU^man system now adopted by PO many 
railroads. In tins connection tLe follow- 
ing able editorial tirticle 'roiu the Philadel- 
phia Tint tit IB especlnlly pertinent: 


"Where tbe block syatetn i* not employed 


the usual rule requires the rear brnkemim 
of the stsndic^ train to go back a thousand 
yards to signal any train that may follow. 
li the brakoman is ilJ, drunk or cateleas, 
the lives of every passenger in 1 ha halted 
train are imperiled. The rule ia one whieb 
leaves too many lives hinging upon the fi- 
delity to duty of nne man. 


The black tystern, which halts the train 


at the entranca if another trnin IB still 
within the block, is intended to keep all 
trains the apace of an entire block apart, 
and as a rule it serves its purpose very 
well. Accidents have happened through 
the failure of the signal man in the block 
tower to (lo his duty properly, but not 
often. The sit^ial man ia ordinarily a 
skilled telegraph operator, upon whom a 
telegraphic" signal has an almost electric 
eSect.
